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DEEP  THINGS  ARE  HAPPENING  TO  US.  HOW  TO  COPE? 


We  need  some  kind  of  resident  “center” 
on  the  west  coast  where  we  can  deal  in  a 
concentrated  way  with  the  mounting  dilem- 
mas facing  us,  not  only  as  Friends  but  as 
exploding  mankind  on  the  shrinking  “space- 
ship earth.” 

Why?  ...  As  we  left  Yearly  Meeting  at 
McMinnville  I had  a strong  feeling  we  had 
witnessed  a kind  of  model  of  how  man  can 
live,  work,  play  and  pray  together  in  rela- 
tive peace  and  harmony.  Then  I realized 
that  we  didn’t  begin  to  cope  with  any  of  the 
countless  dilemmas  posed  in  the  reports  of 
the  Peace  and  Social  Order  Committee,  nor 
with  those  since  made  all  too  vivid  in  the  2Vz 
hour  NBC  Special  October  7.  Perhaps  PYM 
attenders  had  a realistic  sense  of  what  they 
could  cope  with.  In  any  case,  though  Yearly 
Meeting  is  vital  as  a recharger  and  as  a 
“model,”  we  clearly  need  some  additional 
means  of  coping,  in  a Quakerly  way,  with 
the  mounting  dilemmas  and  confusions  we 
face  in  our  individual,  family,  community, 
Meeting,  and  civilization  lives. 

What  Might  Go  On  There?  . . . In  a nut- 
shell, we  need  to  apply  all  our  resources . . . 
spiritual,  intellectual,  visceral ...  to  getting 
a deep  feeling  for  what  is  happening  to  us. 
Somehow  our  overall  physical-spiritual  en- 
vironment is  imposing  on  us  almost  impos- 
sible dilemmas,  dilemmas  involving  the  work 
we  do,  taxes  we  pay,  condoning  of  one  kind 
or  another,  and  human  relations  problems 
of  countless  variety.  Somehow,  the  values, 
the  economics,  the  politics  . . . the  whole 
thing  about  western  civilization  is  out  of 
balance,  and  we  are  in  constant  dilemma  as 
to  how  to  cope  with  its  demands  and  effects 
on  us.  So  we  too  are  out  of  balance.  I am 
suggesting  that  we,  whether  as  Friends  or  as 
modem  man,  will  not  begin  to  cope  until 
we  just  plain  understand  much  more  clearly 
than  we  now  do  what  is  happening  to  our 
civilization  and  thus  to  us. 

There  is  almost  a consensus  regarding 
part  of  the  “happening.”  It  centers  around 
technology’s  coming  faster  than  than  we  can 
humanely  cope  with  it.  It  is  in  the  nature  of 
technology  to  bring  about  indirectly  what 
we  cannot  conveniently  bring  about  directly. 


Metaphorically  speaking,  we  press  a button 
“over  here”  which  triggers  a series  of  in- 
creasingly remote  triggers,  finally  resulting 
in  some  sought  after  end,  sometimes  far  re- 
moved in  time,  space,  or  both.  Those  bene- 
fitting  from  its  employment  (especially  white 
Aunericans)  have  gotten  a tremendous  sat- 
isfaction and  sense  of  power  from  such  tech- 
nology. However,  all  along  the  triggering 
route  side-effects  and  after-effects  are  spring- 
ing up  which  weren’t  counted  on,  and  which 
we  don’t  get  “feed-back”  on  until  human 
tragedy  has  reached  catastrophic  proportions 
(Vietnam,  ghettos,  Biafra,  pollution,  popu- 
lation explosions,  other  explosions  . . . ). 
Most  of  this  tragedy  was  never  expected,  let 
alone  intended.  This  is  why  we  are  all,  even 
those  of  us  most  to  blame,  much  more  vic- 
tims than  culprits. 

Naturally,  those  who  have  been  most  vic- 
timized, realizing  now  what  they  have  been 
missing,  want  remedies.  So,  while  ecological 
balances  are  breaking  down,  expectations 
are  soaring.  Some  ecologists  feel  we  are 
doomed;  not  because  of  physical  impossi- 
bilities, but  because  of  psychological,  socio- 
logical, political,  and,  what  I feel  is  most 
basic,  spiritual  difficulties. 

One  of  the  most  stubborn  obstacles  to  co- 
operation on  man’s  common  problems  is 
modern  man’s  serious  questioning  of  any 
meaning  to  life  beyond  the  immediate  and 
beyond  this  earth.  He  does  not  think  in 
terms  of  the  life  of  mankind  or  some  greater 
Life,  but  of  his  own  existential  all-too-few 
remaining  and  aging  years.  This  factor  is 
not  much  spoken  of,  but  it  is  decisive  in 
every  nitty  gritty  situation. 

There  seems  to  be  nothing  that  can  pre- 
vent an  early  doom  to  mankind  unless 
modern  man  can  feel  a part  of  a greater  life, 
in  terms  of  which  sacrifices  in  this  one  makes 
sense.  And  such  a feeling  must  have  intel- 
lectual integrity  as  well  as  moral  beauty.  It 
must  be  based  on  a faith  which  is  more  than 
blind  faith.  We  need  to  give  as  concerted 
effort  to  uncovering  truths  about  spiritual 
realities  as  we  have  about  physical  realities. 

Perhaps  the  reader  is  thinking  that  the

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present  mood  among  many  concerned  per- 
sons, especially  the  young,  is  distrust  of  dis- 
cussion, distrust  of  intellect.  And  this  is 
understandable.  For  the  mushrooming  chal- 
lenges all  but  fracturing  modern  man  stem 
largely  from  the  intellect.  As  is  sometimes 
said  of  us  Friends,  intellect  “started  out  to 
do  good  and  did  well;”  then  it  found  that  the 
market  place,  which  it  had  originally  scorned, 
would  pay  handsomely  for  its  potent  wares. 
Today  what  Clark  Kerr  called  “the  know- 
ledge industry”  is  the  fastest  growing  indus- 
try in  America,  and  the  evident  goal  of  the 
Nixon  administration  is  to  make  the  U.S. 
the  brain  center  of  the  world.  Thus  we  are 
too  much  employing  and  allowing  intellect 
to  deepen  still  more  the  ruts  we  are  in. 

Yet  “groovy”  things,  by  themselves,  pro- 
vide only  surface  answers;  for  didn’t  every 
“rut”  start  out  as  a “groove”?  Our  problem 
is  to  reconcile  the  groovy  to  the  humane,  to 
so  place  our  restraints  and  inhibitions  in 
relation  to  our  “swinging”  activities  that 
no  one  gets  victimized  as  a “side-effect,”  and 
the  whole  scene  has  integrity,  beauty,  com- 
munity, joy,  wisdom  . . . and  a future! 

The  needed  curative  process  already  takes 
place  to  some  extent  as  Yearly  Meetings.  On 
several  occasions  at  McMinnville  one  could 
feel  the  minds  of  those  present  groping  and 
paring  to  make  telling  distinctions,  to  change 
the  crucial  word  or  phrase  in  order  to  con- 
vey the  right  rather  than  the  wrong  meaning, 
the  clear  rather  than  the  vague  or  ambigu- 
ous ...  in  short,  to  join  intellect  with  heart 
in  beautiful  concert. 

What  First  Steps?  . . . to  start  thinking 
and  talking  along  these  lines.  If  you  would

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 

I am  very  interested  in  the  Yearly  Meeting  Min- 
ute on  “Study  of  Testimony  Regarding  Prisons;” 
As  you  may  know  I was  IN,  as  inmate  of  County, 
and  Federal  Correctional  Institutions;  and  have 
since  visited  many  city,  county  and  state  prisons, 
and  have  corresponded  with  a man  in  New  Jersey 
State  Prison  whom  I visited  when  there,  and  keep 
in  touch.  The  County  Prison  at  Mount  Holly,  an 
advance  when  constructed,  was  the  oldest  con- 
tinuously used  up  to  1965-6  when  a new  one  was 
provided.  In  the  old  one  there  was  no  provision 
for  “segregation”  for  first  offenders  awaiting  trial 
from  repeaters  and  professionals.  I know  that  for 
the  first  time  in  for  a person  to  be  put  in  with  “old- 
timers”  can  be  a shock,  demoralizing,  and  perhaps 
a life-long  injury. 

I would  not  detract  from  the  “for  example,  are 
children  picked  up  for  minor  offenses  kept  with 
adult  offenders?”,  but  this  “first  offender”  group 
without  age  distinction  (I  was  38)  is,  I feel,  another 
very  important  group  to  be  concerned  about,  and 
we  should  look  into  the  conditions  in  which  they 
are  kept. 

I sent  out  100  of  the  Five  Year  Social  Order 
pamphlets  with  a letter  urging  Friends  to  visit  their 
local  jail-prisons;  I know  of  no  response! 

I suggest  the  followng  addendum  to  the  Consid- 
eration (1)  if  you  feel  it  is  appropriate: 

“In  addition  to  concern  for  children  being  kept 
with  adults,  there  is  another  group  who  need  to  be 
segregated  from  the  old-timers,  i.e:  the  first-  offen- 
der, regardless  of  age,  who  by  being  associated 
with  experienced  criminals  may  easily  imbibe  ideas 
which  will  lead  to  a life  of  crime.  The  suspect,  the 
untried,  should  be  isolated  from  association  with 
those  who  have  “records;”  and  due  process  of  law 
should  be  expedited  so  as  not  to  detain  the  (sup- 
posed) “innocent”  before  he  is  either  acquitted  or 
found  guilty  of  a crime.  Too  often  the  officers  of 
the  law  are  so  sure  of  their  “case”  that  they  do  not 
admit  the  possibility  of  innocence,  and  the  fact  of 
arrest  and  imprisonment  is  often  cause  for  loss  of 
job  and  difficulty  in  regaining  employment.” 

“Prisons  are  a necessary  evil” — NO,  but  with 
“society”  as  it  is  some  type  of  protection  is  needed 
for  the  evil-doer  and  the  populace.  Prisons  need 
to  be  creative,  reformative,  NOT  incriminative!
